The ceremony of the blessing and 
carrying of the palm began very 
early in the east. St. Cyril, who was 
bishop of Jerusalem in the fourth 
century, baa told that the pal in trees 
from which 
the 
people cut the 
branchee when they went out to 
meet the Savior were still to be seen 
in the Vale of Cedrón. Such a cir- 
| cumstance would naturally suggest 
an annual commemoration of the 
great event. According to church 
history, the ceremony was establish­ 
ed not only in the east, but also in 
the monasteries of Egypt and Syria. 
The second «©ven t in the ceremony 
I is the procession, which comes im­ 
mediately after the blessing of the 
palm. 
It represent* the Savior’s 
journey 
to 
Jerusalem 
and 
his 
entry into the city. 
During the 
middle ages it was the custom in 
many churches to carry the «Book of 
Gospels in this procession, but this 
feature has been eliminated in the 
modern interpretation or purposely 
left out. 
When the procession bait­ 
ed the deacon -opened the sacred 
volume and said from it the passage 
which describes the entry into Jerusa­ 
lem.

Each day since Sunday solemn 
mas* has been celebrated at St. 
Francis church at N a. in. Tomor­ 
row moruing mas* will be celebrated

year.

Rioters Break E v e ry W in d o w in the 


Courthouse Before Securing Their 


Victim. 


La Junta, Colo., March 26.— W H. 
Wallace, a negro Bleeping c a r porter, 
wa* lynched at 8 o’clock p. rn. in a cor­ 
ner of the courthouse square, being 
hung to an electric light pole by a 
howling mob of 4,000 people, who bad 
been hunting for him all day. 
After 
the hanging th*; body of th e negro was 
riddled with 
bullet*. 
W allace 
had 
been kept out of town all day by Sher­ 
iff F a rr in an attem pt to save him from 
the mob. 
The prisoner made no re­ 
sistance to the lynching and died pro­ 
testing his innocence, 
A peace 
elem ent endeavored 
to 
stop the proposed lynching and a com­ 
m ittee of prom inent citizens asked 
the privilege of trying to get from 
W allace 
a 
confession. 
This 
was 
granted and the negro was taken into 
the courthouse. 
After half an hour or 
ho the word went out that the court­ 
house doors were locked and that the 
com m ittee would try to prevent a 
lynching. 
Immediately pandemonium 
reigned. 
Stones were hurled at the 
building until every window was brok­ 
en. 
Then, with a telegraph pole for 
a battering 
ram. t h e 0 crowd broke 
in th e floors and W allace was taken 
out. 
Mayor Sabin mad** a speech to 
the crowd counselling them to let the 
law take Its course. 
He was listened 
to quietly, but as soon as he finished 
the crowd moved 
down the street 
dragging the negro by a rope. 


H anged and Then S h o t 
A boy was sent up a telegraph pole 
with a rope. 
It was thrown over th** 
crossbar and then dropped into the 
crowd, 
A hundred hands grasped It 
and in an instant the negro was in th** 
air. 
II artily had the boy climbed out 
of danger when hundreds of pistols 
were drawn, and before the negro’s 
body reached the top of the pole it 
was riddled with bullets and the negro 
was dead. 
At a late hour the body had not been 
taken down. 
W allace was charged with having 
criminally assaulted 
an aged white 
woman. 
Sheriff Farr said that W allace stead­ 
fastly maintained his innocence, but 
the police declare thai when they a r­ 
rested him in th** car there was blood 
and gray hairs on his clothing and 
other evidences which satisfied them 
he was the guilty man, 
W allace lived with his wife on Law- 
re nee street in Denver. 
They had no 
children. 
He is said to have come 
from Sedalia, Mo., and had been em ­ 
ployed by the railroad company for 
several years.

Wallace, a negro sleeping car porter, 
was lynched at t o'clock p. n>. In a cor­ 
ner of the courthouse square, being 
hang to an electric light pole by a 
howling mob of 1,000 people, who had 
been bunting for him all day. 
After 
the hanging the body of the negro was 
riddled with 
bullets. 
Wallace 
had 
been kept out of town all day by Sher­ 
iff Farr In an attempt to save him from 
the mob. 
The prisoner made no re­ 
sistance to the lynching and died pro­ 
testing his innocence. 
A peace 
element endeavored 
to 
stop the proposed lynching and a com 
mittee of prominent citizens asked 
the privilege of trying to get from 
Wallace 
a 
confession. 
This 
was 
granted and the negro was taken into 
the courthouse 
After half an hour or 
so the word went out that the court- 
house doors were locked and that the 
committee would try to prevent s 
lynching. 
Immediately pandemonium 
reigned, 
fltone* were hurled at the 
building until every window was brok­ 
en. 
Then, with a telegraph pole for 
a battering 
ram, th e'crowd broke 
in the doors and Wallace was taken 
out 
Mayor Rabin made a speech to 
the crowd counselling them to let the 
law take its coarse. He was listened 
to quietly, but as soon as he finished 
the crowd moved 
down the street 
dragging the negro by a rope. 
Hanged and Then S h o t 
A hoy was sent up a telegraph pole 
with a rope. It was thrown over the 
crossbar and then dropped Into the 
crowd. 
A hundred hands grasped It 
and In an instant the negro was In the 
air. 
Hardly had the boy climbed out 
of danger when hundreds of pistols 
were drawn, and before the negro's 
body reached the top of the pole It 
was riddled with bullets and the negro 
was dead. 
At a late hour the body had not been 
taken down. 
Wallace was charged with having 
criminally assaulted 
an aged white 
woman. 
Rherlff Farr said that Wallace stead­ 
fastly maintained his Innocence, but 
the police declare that when they ar­ 
rested him In the car there was blood: 
and gray hairs on bis clothing and 
other evidences which satisfied them 
he was the guilty man. 
Wallace lived with his wife on Taw- 
renew street In Denver. They had no 
children. 
He Is said to have come 
from ftedalla. Mo., and had been em­ 
ployed by the railroad company for 
several years.
